Now, the last IF cathode is tied to the BFO cathode - anyone know the 
logic behind this? Anyway, the last IF is not controlled by either MVC or 
AGC. Perhaps his entire B+ changes with a change in gain control setting, 
but the bias on the BFO should remain constant since the grid is returned 
to the cathode, not ground. 


If he can't find the real cause of this, I suggested he directly ground 
the BFO cathode (not the last IF, though). 


I modified my 348 many years ago so I can't take comparative readings for 
him.

Yes, the Q model has the B- that is not grounded. It is proper in his 
receiver. He has -20 bias on the output tube grid. 


B+ runs about 250V but does drop about 20V when the RF gain is at max 
because of the increased plate current of the RF/IF stages. According to 
the manual, the set could have as little as 200V B+ so this should not be 
a problem. But it does appear that this lowering of the B+ is a problem 
for the BFO since the BFO works with the RF gain at minimum (highest B+).

"Active on Six" proclaims the add at page 117 of QST for March, 1966. 
And friends, you've been very active on Six indeed if you've ever seen 
one of the "Li'l LuLu" rigs portrayed. 


I doubt even Frank Jones, W6AJF, ever saw one of these 5W wonders. But 
he worked a pair of the 6M AM transmitters ten years earlier when they 
were only available homebrew from a Bell Labs radio club group project. 
A decade later their daddy Ed Ladd, W2IDZ, was marketing the TX and a 
companion receiver. We know he made one receiver. We've found one and 
six transmitters in nearly a decade of searching. 


Mackeridge the manual person at Dayton tells me there were "maybe 500" of 
the transmitters and "only about 5" of the receivers. I don't know. I've 
not owned either but somehow became their archivist and I list six 
commercial transmitters, one from the club run, and a single receiver 
which I've personally held. 


So keep a look out for these little black boxes with half moon dials on 
the upper right at Dayton and points East this season. I assume they're 
like the fabled "Black Cat" 6M AM Transceiver which seems not to stray 
from W6 land or the Babb TRA-6 found only within the fallout range of 
Oklahoma City. 


Does a L'il LuLu say that on the case? Maybe, on the dial. Perhaps not. 
QST for August, 1963 measured the TX at 8 x 5 3/8 x 11 3/8 inches and 
the RX is in the same case. Another key would be the word "Whippany" 
which is the old QTH of Bell Labs and the name of Ladd's company. The 
commercial transmitter has a built in supply and an 11-pin male plug out 


the back. The VFO runs just below CB and I've not found one with a 
serial number outside the low series 1XXX. 


But then I've not personally found one at all, and would probably faint 
if I did. Still, these QRP treasures from the Golden Age of 6M are out 
there. I know that in my heart, as preachers say down here in Texas. 

And I know it because a L'il LuLu looks important. It has high "apparent 
value," as the marketeers say. It's not a box with tubes out the top, 
like a converter someone would put under the table or out for the metal 
scavengers to send to China. 


So I'm sure, in my heart, that if I play it just one more time someone 
will come down to the front and declare another.
